Applicants have amended claims 10-16 to recite that the 



serine/threonine and tyrosine kinases are protein kinases. Support for this amendment 
is found throughout the specification. See, e.g., page 1, line 17. Applicants have 
further amended claim 10 to clarify that the binding of a compound to the mutant 
protein kinase is compared to the binding of the compound to the second 
serine/threonine protein kinase or second tyrosine protein kinase. Support for this 
amendment is found throughout the specification. See, e.g., page 7, lines 20-24. 



Applicants have amended claim 12 to define ERK2 and 
JNK3 as extracellular-signal regulated kinase 2 and Jun N-terminal kinase 3, 
respectively.
